Ice company started to haul ice they 
agreed to pay 25 cents per ton for the 
hauling, bu* some of the members of 
the teamsters union wanted the price 
tilted to thirty cents for hauling ice 
up town. 
Manager Howard Paine 
could see no reason why ho should 
pay thirty cents a ton when he could 
get fifty men who had teams who 
were willing to do the work at the 
same old price. 
This is where the 
trouble started in. 
Now the t arr ters are promoters 
of a pro J ic item to form a stock com­ 
pany of their own and sell shares on 
their own account. 
The meeting to­ 
night is called for the purpose of 
considering the f capability of such a 
move. 


Seen this morning Howard Paine 
stated that be had no objection to the 
teamsters going into the ice business 
but he was willing to bet that some 
one would be loser. 
He stated that 
his company would meet all compe­ 
tition in the way of price cutting 
and before the teamsters got through 
with it they would wish they never 
commenced. 
He stated that h« con­ 
sidered 25 cents a ton sufficient for 
hauling, and as an illustration show­ 
ed the Dispatch reporter an account 
of one man who had been hauling. 
This account showed that the man 
hauled for eleven aud one-half days 
and he received for his services with 
one team $58.50, a little better than 
$5 a day. 
Mr. 
Paine also showed 
where the saloon keepers of the city 
and hotel proprietors were paying 
less for their ice under the scale 
adopted this past summer than ever 
before. 
On the other Laud the teamsters 
are confident that they will lie able 
to form a good strong company and 
make money out of the proposition. 
They say that it is not too late to 
harvest ice yet and they intend to 
start right in putting it up. The 
developments of the meeting tonight 
will be watched with interest.
